Then, in turn, 
she visited 
the offices of Attorney 
General Goddard, County 
Attorney 
Nicholas aud .Sheriff Porter and de­ 
manded of each that they close the 
saloons. 
Finally she addressed the 
legislature, making an impassioned 
appeal In behalf of temperance. 
While talking to Governor Stanley 
she berated him until he finally, his 
temper gone, he arose from his seat 
and shouted back: 
“You cannot come here and talk 
this way to me.* You cannot talk to 
me this way I gay- You are a woman, 
hut I won’t stand It 
You will have 
to leave lf you cannot—”

After the disitosal of routine business 
Mr. I'owue was recognized for a speech.

the Bínate a few days ago by 2,000 Fil­ 
ipinos for a ee.isatlon of hostilities and 
for the granting of Independence to the 
people of tlve I'hilipplnes.

century to a reacthm prejudicial, if not 
fatal, to free institutions.'' 
While discussing events which led the 
United States forces to the Philippines, 
Mr. Towne referred with purticularliy to 
the charge that Aguinaldo had sold his 
countiy to the Spaniards for a bribe. 
He 
declared the accusation was "gratuitous 
In Its calumny, when we consider that the 
official publications of “jur own govern­ 
ment contradict and destroy it.” 
The senator declared that “ we were In 
alliance with the Filipinos, 
an 
alliance 
sought by ourselves, availed of by us for 
our own advantage, and, tlualb’, to uur 
everlasting shame in the estim ation 
of 
hou'iruble men, repudiated by us 
when 
We found It no longer uec*-ssary, 
and 
when lu.st of empire had so blunted 
our 
moral sensibilities that we could mount 
from an act of perfidy to the grand lar­ 
ceny of a nation.” 
A Befer« ti« M» Made to Dewey. 


Referring to 
Admiral 
Dewey's 
denial 
that he hud ever treated the insurgents 
as allies, Mr. Towne said 
sarcastically: 
•*! fear the honest .salKjr's 
teruiiuulogy 
has suffered from recent contact with the 
nice discrimnutions of udm iuistratlon di­ 
plomacy.” 
Mr. Towne declared that upon the ar­ 
rival of General M erritt at Manila “a dis­ 
tinct change of tone was observable be­ 
tween the United States officials and the 
Filipinos, the altered attitude being .lo 
marked as to f» >rce the conclusion “that 
part 
of 
General 
M erritt’s prearranged 
task was to maneuvre out of an awkward 
frlendllues with Aguinaldo, and thus to 
r« ‘ach a footing for the convenient devel­ 
opment of some secret policy with which 
he hud come fresh freighted from W ash­ 
ington.” 
If there was doubt of the pro­ 
arrangement of the plan. It was baqlshed. 
In Mr. Tovvne’s opinion, by the Präsident 
hlm.self. 
The third article of the protocol 
with Spain reads: 
"The United States 
will occupy and hold the city, bay and 
harbor of Sf^nlla, pending the conclusiou 
of a treaty, of peace which shall determ ine 
the couti'jl, disposition and government 
of the Philippines.”

and sorrow, as charged by the young 
girl, who now has a home in Pennsyl­ 
vania.

This amount 
some times becomes so heavy that it 
is suggested that this county should 
have a workhouse of its own. 
Even with the help from this county 
the Stark county workhouse is not 
self sustaining, as the following will 
show: 
Superintendent Yarger, of 
Stark 
county workhouse, has completed his 
annual report, showing the 
receipts 
and expenditures, cost of maintaining 
the institution, number of prisoners 
and other details for the year ending 
January I, 1901. 
The report says the expenditures 
for the year amounted to $19,793 09. 
Of this amount $4,525 97 was for per­ 
manent improvements made during the 
year and is credited to that account. 
The running expenses of the institu­ 
tion, which includes officers’ salaries, 
light, fuel, clothing, food, etc., amount- 
ed to $15,267 12. The salaries alone 
aggegate about $500 per month. 
Under the head of earnings the re­ 
port shows the following: 
Receipts 
for boarding prisoners, $6,058 58; re­ 
ceipts from labor in brush shop, $2,- 
169 21; from other sources, $447 59, 
making a total in earnings of $8,675.- 
88. The cost to the county for main­ 
taining the 
institution, 
outside 
of 
permanent 
improvements, amounted 
to $6,591 91. 
In summarizing the prisoners 
the 
report states that there were 72 pris­ 
oners in the institution January 
I. 
1900. 
During the year 655 prisoners 
were received and 628 discharged. The 
dally average for the year was 85 pris­ 
oners. 
Superintendent Yarger assumed the 
management of the workhouse Jan­ 
uary I, 1900. This is his first report. 
It will be submitted to the directors 
at the regular meeting in February. 
The report of the superintendent 
for the year preceding shows the total 
expenditures to have been $39,658 21. 
Out of this sum $16,707 73 was spent 
for 
permanent 
Improvements. The 
general expenses amounted 
to 
$22.

After the disposal of routine business 
Mr. Tow ne was recognized for a speech. 
lie spoke on his resolution of last Friday 
for the immediate cessation of hostilities 
in the Filii pplnos.

the senate a few days ago by 2,UUU Fil­ 
ipinos for a cessation of hostilities aud 
for the granting of Independence to the 
people of the Philippines.
